JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25. — 
An appropriation bill to set aside 
$6,000,000 as the State’s share of 
the cost of unemployment relief in 
Missouri during 1935 will be intro- 
duced in the House this afternoon, 


and an effort will be made to rush 
the bill through the Legislature by 
Friday. 

The proposed burst of speed in 
passage will be in an effort to com- 
ply with an ultimatum by the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion, delivered nearly a month ago, 
that the State must make provi- 
sion for its share of relief costs 
by March 1 or allotments of Fed- 
eral relief funds to Missouri would 
be cut off. 

Passage of the bill in that time 
would be possible, if acceptable to 
leaders in both houses. The pro- 
cedure would be first reading of 
the bill in the House this afternoon, 
second reading and perfection to- 
morrow, third reading and final 
passage on Wednesday, reporting 
of the bill to the Senate the same 
day and first reading in the upper 
house that day, second reading 
Thursday, and passage on Friday. 

The bill carries an emergency 
clause which would make it effec- 


approval of Gov. Park, who said 
it was intended to meet the imme- 
diate requirements of the FERA. 
He said the Legislature later in 
the session could take up the ques- 
tion of raising the additional §$6,- 
000,000 which the FERA expects 
from the State for relief in 1935. 

FERA authorities called on the 
State to raise $1,000,000 a month in 
1935 or $12,000,000 for the _ year, 
from State and local sources. While 
not prescribing the division, the 
FERA suggested half of the amount 
be raised by the State and the other 
half by local communities. 

Gov. Park has taken the position 
the State should raise the entire 
$12,000,000, if enough revenue could 
be provided, on the ground many of 
the local communities were not in 
a position to raise their share. 

The revenue method proposed is 
through the sales tax. The Gover- 
nor has said he would favor a sales 
tax up to 2 per cent, if the State 
assumed the full $12,000,000 as the 
State’s share, and any surplus were 
used to lighten local taxation. His 
formal recommendation to the Leg- 
islature was for doubling of the 
present sales tax of one-half of 1 
per cent and extension of its life 
for two years beyond the present 
expiration date, Dec. 31, 1935.

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CHAVEZ ASKS SENATE. 
TO UNSEAT CUTTING 


Mexico Candi- 
date Files Contest Charging 
Irregularities in Election.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The 
right of Bronson Cutting, independ- 
ent Republican of New Mexico, to 
hold his Senate seat was challenged 
in proceedings filed with the Senate 
today by ‘ormer Representative 
Dennis Chavez who opposed Cut- 
ting in the 1934 senatorial election. 

Chavez contended that ilegai 
votes were counted for Cutting and 
that legal votes were not counted 
for Chavez. Unlawful expenditures 
by Cutting also were charged. 

The petition was signed by A. T. 
Hannett, Fred E. Wilson and Hugh 
B. Woodward, all of Albuquerque, 
and H. A. Kiker of Santa Fe. 

Chavez’ petition included state- 
ments of Cutting’s campaign ex- 
penditures, which Chavez charges 
do not list all money expended by 
Cutting and in his behalf. 

The petition contends that the 
Republican State. Central Commit- 
tee borrowed about $29,000 from the 
First National Bank in Albu- 
querque, the First State Bank of 
Gallup and T. M. Pepperday of Al- 
buquerque. It alleges the commit- 
tee was without credit and “could 
not borrow said money without the 
guarantee of Bronson M. Cutting 
that the same would be repaid.” 

Senator Cutting said he would 
ask for a recount in all counties of 
his state rather than in the five 
counties designated by Chavez for 
recount. 


CO-OPERATIVE STATE GETS 
SETBACK IN MINNESOTA 


House Refuses to Submit Constitu- 
tional Amendment Called 
for by Governor. 

By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 25.—By an 
87-to-39 vote, the House of Repre- 
sentatives has refused to submit a 
constitutional amendment to _ the 
people designed to win approval for 
the State administration’s $5,000,000 
power bill. It was regarded as the 
first test of strength on Gov. Floyd 
B. Olson’s co-operative Common- 
wealth program. 

With anti-administration forces 
dominating the Senate as well as 
the lower house, Olson’s opponents 
now assert the killing of the pro- 
posal to allow the State to issue 
$50,000,000 in certificates of indebt- 
edness to engage in the power busi- 
ness presages similar adverse treat- 
ment for other co-operative Com- 
monwealth planks in the Farmer- 
Labor party platform. 

Word from the Governor that the 
people should be permitted to de- 
termine the issue was ignored by 
the House in its vote. 

“Permit me to suggest,” he told 
the legislators, “that the people are 
sovereign—not the Legislature—and 
that the people have a right to de- 
termine for themselves not only 
what form of government they re- 
sire, but also what means shall be 
used by government in contributing 
to their welfare.”

ANDERSON ATTENDS 
COURT ON CRUTCHES 


Announces State Is Ready 


but Defense Attorney 
Obtains Delay of Kelley 
Kidnaping Case. 


The trial of Bart Davit for the 
kidnaping of Dr. Isaac D. Kelley, 
scheduled to start in Circuit Judge 
Nolte’s Court at Clayton today, was 
continued until April 15, because 
Davit’s lawyer, Verne R. C. Lacy, 
has been ill. 

, Lacy had his. physician, Dr. 
Dwight L. Jennings, 4101 Washing- 
ton boulevard, in court this after- 
noon to testify that he “couldn’t 
last” through 10 days of court pro- 
ceedings. A-. continuance to tht 
next term of court, which starts 
May 13, was asked for by Lacy, 
but Judge Nolte overruled the 
request. 

Second Case on Docket. 

The Davit case, Judge Nolte said, 
would be the second on the docket 
April 15, the first being that of 
Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, also un- 
der indictment in the Kelley kid- 
naping. Mrs. Muench’s case was 
to have gone to trial today, but a 
continuance was obtained last week 
when Edgar J. Keating of Kansas 
City, a member of the Missouri 
House, entered his appearance as a 
lawyer for Mrs. Muench. A State 
statute makes a continuance man- 
datory when any party to a lawsuit 
or any attorney for such party, is 
a mmbeer of either house of the 
General Assembly and in attend- 
ance at its sessions. 

Anderson in Court. 

Prosecuting Attorney Anderson. 
in court this morning for the first 
time since he was injured last Oc- 
tober in a murderous attack by un- 
identified assailants, announced 
“ready” for the State when the 
Davit case was called at 9:30. 

After the prosecutor, supporting 
himself on crutches, made his an- 
nouncement, Lacy asked fora delay 
of a week or two, declaring he had 
been ill and unable to prepare his 
defense. 

“I received notice only a _ short 
time ago,” Lacy said in beginning 
his plea for delay, “that the State 
was ready to try Mrs. Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench today. I had no no- 
tice that instead it was to announce 
ready in the Davit trial. However, 
I am not urging that as a reason 
for a continuance. 

“From Feb. 2 to 19 I was con- 
fined to my home with illness. I 
have made every effort to be pre- 
pared to present this case, I do not 
ask a long delay, but as an officer 
of this court, I ask enough time to 
regain my strength and be able to 
prepare this case. If a recess is 
granted, I can produce my physician 
and have him here about 2 o'clock.” 

Court Asks About Doctor. 

“Why do you not have him here 
now?” the Court inquired. “This 
case has been set for a long time.” 

“Well, your honor,” Lacy replied, 
“IT understand that this doctor is 
engaged in operations in the morn- 
ings. I tried to get in touch with 
him yesterday but it was reported 
he was out of the city. However, 
I think I could reach him and have 
him here today.” 

“Why don’t you have a  phy- 
sician’s certificate here?” the Court 
asked. 

“Well, I thought if the Court pre- 
ferred, it would be better to have 
the doctor here. I thought if there 
was no objection from the State, the 
case could be continued a week or 
two. I agreed to a continuance for 
the State when Mr. Anderson could 
not be here. I feel Mr. Anderson 
knows me well enough to know I 
would not deceive the Court.” 

“Yes,” the Court rejoined, “but 
you must understand that I have a 
large docket. I can’t set cases 
ahead a week or two weeks. If 
this were the only case I had—” 

“I understand,” Lacy replied. “I 
think I could have the doctor here 
in an hour or two.” 

Told to Produce Evidence. 

The Court then instructed him to 
be prepared with evidence after 
the noon recess, and also to prepare 
an affidavit for a continuance, 
which Lacy said he had not yet 
had an opportunity to draw. 

At the afternoon session Lacy 
presented the affidavit and called 
Dr. Jennings to the witness stand. 
The phyisician testified he had 
treated Lacy for bronhcitis at the 
lawyer’s home from Feb. 5 to 19, 
and since then had treated him 
daily at the doctor’s office.

Death of British Flyers in 
Crash. 


FATHER ATTEMPTS 
TO SUPPRESS THEM 


Coroner Says Introduction 
of Notes Was Necessary 
to Enable Jury to Arrive 
at Proper Decision. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROMFORD, England, Feb. 25.— 
After hearing read in open court 
the two farewell notes which 
Jane and Elizabeth du Bois wrote 
before plunging to their deaths last 
week from a Paris-bound airplane. 
a Coroner’s jury today returned a 
verdict of suicide while of unsound 
mind. 

The letters, in which the sisters 
told of their grief for the death of 
two Royal Air Force officers in 


whom they had a romantic interest, 
were read publicly over the protests 
of Franklin C. Gowen, United 
states Consul. 

Gowen argued the letters should 
be submitted to the jury priwately 
as Coert du Bois, father of the two 
young women, had requested. The 
father, Gowen said, wished later to 
read the communications quietly to 
his wife. Du Bois is United States 
Consul-General at Naples. 

Each girl had written alternate 
paragraphs in the letters, one of 
which was addressed to the father 
and the other to the mother. 

Letter to Their Father. 

The letter to Du Bois, beginning 
“Darling Coert,” read: 

“We never explained things to 
you as we should. There’s been so 
much doubt and worry. You've been 
kind to us and foigiven us and 
you'll forgive us this as you must 
feel a little of what we did when 
we heard of the flying boat crack- 
ing up. 

“Do you remember Charles (Fly- 
ing Officer John A. C. Forbes, one 
of the two aviators killed in a crash 
at Messina) telling about the corri- 
dors: The one before us seems 
pretty straight. Charles was en- 
gaged to another girl and he was 
going to break it off and we would 
have been married this summer 
probably. 

“There never will be anyone else 
for me. 

“We heard of his death in Paris 
on Monday. We came on to London 
the next morning and came to the 
Ritz. We did not want to see any- 
one. Comfort mother with all 
your strength. I think she will feel 
as we do. Luck is with you now. 

“Betty and Jane.” 

Text of Second Lettter. 


The second letter read: 

“Mother darling: 

“Do not doubt that we are with 
you now and always and with great 
love. Please do not think that we 
have done anything wicked, for we 
were given proof that if there is a 
rule, an exception has been made 
for us. 

“We went to St. Martin’s-in-the- 
Field (a church at a corner of 
Trafalgar Square) because they 
were to pray for Charles and Dick 
during the service. They knew we 
had not been confirmed, but they 
let us take communion and be ab- 
solved from our sins. 

“The lesson was the parable of 
the laborers in the vineyard. You 
must have known when you heard 
that the crash in Sicily would pull 
us over a line which has never been 
well-enough defined for us. 

“T think you knew that Charles 
and I were going to spend our lives 
together and I mus. keep my part 
of the bargain. We had spent the 
day loaded down with half crowns 
for the proletariat to drink to him. 
What is left in the bank is al! 
Coert’s. 

Bequest to Flyers’ Widows. 

“Tf it is considered ours, it goes 
to the unemployed at Pembroke 
Docks (from where the flying boat 
Ace of Diamonds hopped off for 
Singapore) or for Royal Air Force 
widows. Our bags are at Victoria 
Station. Do you think George Pe- 
terson can be published? (The Cor- 
oner explained that this probably 
was a book the sisters had written.) 

“Darling, there * no one else on 
earth we can even hope to have 
understand. We are together with 
you. 

“We would like that there be 
nothing in this letter to hurt. It 
is only the smaller things, senti- 
mentalities, that do that. Think of 
us as undivided and happy as we 
would never have been after our 
lives became complicated with ser- 
vants. We loved you and that can 
never be broken or destroyed. 

“You must not be discouraged if 
there are difficulties. It will pass.

JUDGE DENIES RIGHT OF UMOKS FY MAYO WAKER 


TO PICKET RETAIL STORES 


New York Decision Makes Distinc- 
tion Between Skilled Labor and 
Other Workers. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Supreme 
Court Justice Salvatore A. Cotillo, 
in a ruling said to be unprecedent- 
ed in New York State, today denied 
the right of labor unions to picket 
retail stores for refusing to agree 
to a closed shop. 

The ruling was expressed in an 
injunction restraining Local 107 of 
the Retail Cleak, Suit, Dress and 
Fur Sales People’s Union from pick- 
eting a Bronx department store. 

Justice Cotillo made a sharp dis- 
tinction between skilled labor and 
the so-called white collar workers. 
He said: 

“Unionization of labor in its most 
effective form of the closed shop 
should be restricted to those fields 
in which the services of the em- 
ployes have some degree of stand- 
ardization, such as bricklayers, 
longshoremen, chauffeurs and simi- 
lar industries. 

“The National Recovery Act,” he 
added, “does not upset the present 
law that bona fide .labor unions 
have the right to agitate peacefully 
for a closed shop. But I add that 
such efforts must be limited to ap- 
propriate lines of endeavor.” 


PRESIDENT AT HYDE PARK 
WORKS ON SPECIAL MESSAGE 


Drafting Plan for Ship Subsidies; 
Keeps in Close Contact With 
Legislative Situation. 

By the Associated Press. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Feb. 25. — 
President Roosevelt enjoyed the 
second day of a four-day respite 
from the pressure of White House 
business today, but kept in close 
contact with national affairs. 

Although the Chief Executive 
had no official callers listed, it was 
evident he was paying close atten- 
tion to the national legislative sit- 
uation. He was in direct telephone 
and telegraph communication with 
Washington. 

He worked today on a congres- 
sional message outlining the new 
Government policy for direct Gov- 
ernment ship subsidies to replace 
the existing plan of ocean mail con- 
tracts. This will be transmitted 
during the week. 

The President came to his an- 
cestral home here yesterday after 
a visit to Cambridge, Mass., to see 
his son Franklin Jr., initiated into 
the Harvard Fly Club. He will re- 
turn to Washington Thursday. Yes- 
terday afternoon Mr. Roosevelt 
went for a ride in an open sleigh 
with his son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Boettiger. 


EARTHQUAKES IN GREECE; 
EIGHT KILLED, FIVE HURT 


Considerable Property Damage Is 
Reported on Island 
of Crete.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—Eight persons 
were killed and five injured by 
earthquakes in Greece today, ac- 
cording to reports from Athens, In 
the Candia section of the Island of 
Crete there was also considerable 
property damage. 

Other earthquakes were reported 
at Malta and Cairo. The report 
from Malta sald the epicenter of 
the quakes felt there was thought 
to be in the Sea of Marmora. 


First Veto of Session.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. — In 
his first veto of this session, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today returned to 
Congress without approval a Dill 
authorizing an appropriation of 
$500,000 for the investigation, con- 
trol and eradication of smarine or- 
ganisms injurious to shell fish in 
the Atlantic and Gulf States. The 
President said he was not satisfied 
that this “very large appropriation” 
would accomplish the result hoped 
for. 


IN COURT OVER DEBTS 


Also Is Asked by English Police 
Why He Has Not Regis- 
tered as Alien.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—James J. 
Walker, former Mayor of New 
York, appeared in Chancery Court 
today on two summonses from 
American companies seeking to col- 
lect bills. 

“I can make no offer at. this 
time,” Walker said, replying to 
questioning by counsel for Som- 
mers, Inc., who with the 60 East 
Sixty-fifth Street Corporation, 
brought the action. “I have no 
means,” he added. 

Walker said that on his recent 
tour of the continent his wife, the 
former Betty Compton, actress, paid 
the bilis. 

“During the time you were May- 
or of New York,” the _ attorney 
asked, “you were possessed of con- 
siderable wealth?” 

“No,” Walker replied, “I had a 
salary of $25,000 a year, over $15,- 
000 of which was given to my then 
wife, who caused these debts.” 

Claims Against Walker. 

Speaking of the claims against 
Walker, his English attorney, Cyril 
Strong, said: “They never could 
have got those judgments in New 
York if Mr. Walker had not been 
sick and detained on the French 
Riviera at the time, nor could the 
judgments be obtained here if we 
are allowed to go into the merits 
of the case.

REASON FOR LOW 
WAGES IN BILL 


Program Has No Chance of 
Being ‘‘Consummated” 
With Prevailing Scale 
Provided, He Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Senator 
Robinson, the Democratic leader, 


told the Senate today that as long 
as the prevailing wage amendment 
remains in the $4,880,000,000 work re- 
lief bill the administration's plan to 
substitute work relief for the dole 
does not have a chance of being 
“consummated.” 

Meanwhile, a poll of the 21 Demo- 
crats who voted against the admin- 
istration on the issue showed none 
had changed his mind, 

Speaking after Senator Hastings 
(Rep.), Delaware, had challenged 
his week-end statement that the 
wage amendment would require in- 
creasing the appropriation to $7,- 
220,000,000, Rebinson shouted at the 
opposition: * 

“There is no intention on the part 
of the President or anyone support- 
ing his program of breaking down 
the wave scale... . With 10,000,000 
with no work at all we have been 
able to maintain the scale in private 
industry. 

Getting People Off Relief. 

“There is sound reason for the dis- 
tinction the President makes _ be- 
tween prevailing wages and wages 
to be paid on work relief. The ob- 
ject after all is to get rid not only 
of destitution relief, but all forms 
of work relief—to take the Govern- 
ment as soon as possible out of the 
business of giving employment to 
those having no work. 

“The only way we can do it is to 
make private employment more at- 
tractive than Federal employment. 
You who are favoring the McCar- 
ran amendment are proposing ex- 
actly the reverse and in some in- 
stances to make Federal employ- 
ment more attractive. 

“If that principle prevails you 
haven't a chance of consummating 
this plan.” 

Hastings challenged the Appro- 
priations Committee to report out 
a separate bill immediately calling 
for direct relief, saying it was as- 
sumed everybody on both sides of 
the aisle was “ready at once to 
make that appropriation.” 

If either the McCarran or the 
President’s program were followed 
“vou will have paid out the same 
amount for wages... and given 
the same relief to men on the re- 
lief rolls in both instances,” -he 
continued, 

“If, however, we are to assume 
that the President intended to in- 
crease the future new wealth for 
the nation by compelling labor to 
work for whatever wages he might 
decide, then, of course, this amend- 
ment does wreck the President’s 
program,” he said. 

Doubts Voters Would Approve. 

“But, I doubt whether the pub- 
lic generally is willing that the 
great Federal Government should 
compel people now out of employ- 
ment to work for a small wage in 
order that the Government might 
profit by their distress. Indeed, I 
doubt whether there should be as 
much advantage as the President 
and the distinguished Senator from 
Arkansas seem to believe.” 

Strong Feeling in Senate. 

A demonstration of how strong 
the feeling is between opposing 
sides in the contest was given at 
the outset of today’s Senate session 
when Robinson attempted without 
success to place in the record an 
editorial from a Hearst newspaper 
taking sides with the President. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.), advocate 
of the prevailing wage amendment, 
objected strenuously but later with- 
drew opposition when informed Dy 
Robinson the editorial contained 
nothing derogatory about any Sen- 
ator voting against the President 
on the wage issue.

BOMBED; 12 CARS BURNED

Dynamiting Near Springfield Laid to Mine 
Strife, Although Only One Car 
Carried Coal. 


——— 


By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, 11.1, Feb. 25.—A 


loaded freight train was dynamited 
near here yesterday. A bomb, ex- 
ploding beneath a gasoline tank 
car on the Chfcago & Illinois Mid- 
land Railroad, sent flaming gaso- 
line over 11 other cars, destroying 


them. 

Investigators, who have begun an 
extended campaign against such 
outrages, said they took it as the 
answer to their arrest of two bomb- 
ing suspects. 

Within a few seconds a section 
of the train was burning so fierce- 
ly that fire fighters were prevent- 
ed from doing more than save a 
small packing plant adjacent to the 
blazing cars. 

The fact that only one of the 33 
cars in the train was carrying coal 
led authorities to conclude the 
bombing was a direct challenge to 
them, and not an attempt to pre- 


vent the delivery of coal. 

No one was injured, as the en- 
gine had passed well over the spot 
where the bomb had been placed, 
before it exploded. The right-of- 
way at Andrew Station, eight miles 
north of here, was burned for a 
quarter mile, and traffic was re- 
routed. 

Two other bombs were exploded 
last week on railroad switch tracks 
near mines at Springfield and Du 
Quoin. Investigators arrested Her- 
man Stoval of Muddy and Elliott 
Wybick of Eldorado as suspects.

“Blocks of Alleghany stock are 
pledged with the J. P. Morgan & 
Co. banking syndicate for indebt- 
edness of some $48,000,000. Only 
upon payment of the loans, for 
which Van Sweringen companies 
and the Messrs. Van Sweringen are 
liable, will these debtors have any 
interest in the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion stock. Even then, as we have 
heretofore pointed out, those debt- 
ors would only have a hope or a 
wish for an interest inthe Missouri 
Pacific. Is it not a fact that the 
indebtedness of Missouri Pacific in 
all probability exceeds the value of 
its property? This fact also can- 
cels any putative, derivative inter- 
est of the Van Sweringen banking 
interests in the Missouri Pacific.” 

The fact the Government is 
dealing with the Van Sweringens 
gives them a standing and a pres- 
tige that they would not otherwise 
have, the attorneys argue in urging 
Jones to break off all relations with 
them. 

“Other People’s Money.” 


“With the help or acquiescence 
of the Government, those interests 
become promoters. of reorganiza- 
tion, just as previously, with other 
people’s money, they were promot- 
ers of railroad acquisitions and, in 
effect though not form, of railroad 
consolidations,” the letter says. 
“The disastrous consequences of 
their promotion activities in the 
past should keep the Government 
as distant as possible from anything 
that will help those interests in the 
slightest to become railroad pro- 
moters again. This is especially 
imperative because they are now 
seeking to act as promoter with the 
wreck of thousands of investments 
held by investors in Missouri Pa- 
cific bonds. 

“The sole claim of the Van Swer- 
ingen interests to have any voice in 
Missouri Pacific is, in reality, based 
on the fact that it was under their 
auspices that the railroad got into 
bankruptcy. Is not this more ap- 
propriately a ground for excluding 
those interests from any participa- 
tion in the reorganization of a prop- 
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erty that belongs, not to them, but 
to persons who have suffered at 
their hands?” 

The letter goes on to point to the 
dangers that the Beard Committee 
believe to lie in the “talk about 
quick reorganization.” Any further 
conferences, the attorneys’ urge, 
should be held “only after full pub- 
lic notice of time and place and 
upon invitation to all interested par- 
ties to attend and take part.’ What 
has already been disclosed about 
the financing and management of 
the road shows the “imperative 
need” for a further investigation, 
the attorneys say. 

Wants Operators on Stand. 

“The operators, bankers and di- 
rectors of this company should be 
put on the witness stand,” the let- 
ter adds. “The company has now 
been in the control of the bank- 
ruptcy court since March 31, 1933, 
a period of almost two years. In 
that period, so far as we have been

Has Aavanced 23 Million. 

The RFC has advanced more 
than $23,000,000 to the Missouri Pa- 
cific. A recent announcement by 
the Van Sweringens, O. P. and M. 
J., that they had submitted to Jones 
a plan for the reorganization of the 
railroad was the occasion for the 
letter of protest from the Board 
Committee’s counsel, Szold & 
Brandwen, New York attorneys. 
The attorneys argue that the Van 
Sweringens are “without any prop- 
erty right in the company” and that 
therefore their reorganization plan 
should not be considered. 

The RFC has not made public the 
Szold & Brandwen letter. Copies 
of it, however, went to a number 
of other officials interested in the 
railroad situation and from one of 
these sources it became available. 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler, chair- 
man of the powerful Interstate 
Commerce Committee, was among 
those to whom the letter was sent. 
He has introduced a resolution call- 
ing for a thoroughgoing investiga- 
tion ofall railroads. 

“To the ordinary security holder 
reading the press reports,” he says 
the letter of recent newspaper ac- 
counts of O. P. Van Sweringen’s 
talk with Jones, “the conference 
gives to Mr. Van Sweringen and his 
interests a standing far beyond any 
rights they have in the Missouri 
Pacific and conveys the impression 
that, to some extent, the Van Swer- 
ingen interests are functioning as 
reorganizers under the aegis of the 
Government, or at any rate with 
the Government’s concurrence and 
consent.” 

New Conference Scheduled. 

It is understood that Jones is to 
have a second conference with O. 
P. Van Sweringen tomorrow at 
which time, it is assumed, reorgani- 
zation of the Missouri Pacific will 
again be discussed. 

“Moreover,” the letter continues, 
“the actual interest of, in contrast 
to the power exercised by, the Van 
Sweringens in the Missouri Pacific 
has been exaggerated to mythical 
proportions. Upon examination, it 
will be found that such interest, if 
any, is negligible at best. Taking 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion valuation of the property, and 
bringing it down to date, it appears 
that there is no equity for the stock 
of the Missouri Pacific. Particular- 
ly is this true when you add ac 
cumulated interest to the bonds now 
in default. 

“Even if there were any equity 
for the stock, the Van Sweringen 
interests are still without any 
property rights in the company. 
They own none of the stock. Some 
of the stock is pledged as collat- 
eral for Alleghany Corporation

“There should, of course, be a 
wide-open inquiry and without any 
further delay. We urge you, as

Un- 
tilthe thorough investigation which 
we advocate is concluded, the Van 
Sweringen interests should have ab- 
solutely no voice whatsoever in the 
consideration, still less for formu- 
lation, of reorganization plans. The 
circumstances already adduced dic- 
tate their retirement from the 
stage.”

Wilson, when 
he presented his proposal, had the 
expectation that the Phillips Petrol- 
eum Co. would back his company. 

Waechter, in his letter to Wilson, 
written April 2, last, said he had 
talked with a representative of the 
Phillips Petroleum Co. He said the 
Phillips representative “informed 
me the company regretted the ne- 
cessity of terminating its intention 
of bringing the Panhandle gas to 
St. Louis. It liked the deal very 
much, nevertheless could not go 
forward, as the Standard Co. in- 
sisted it have nothing to do with 
it, in fact threatening a price war 
if it persisted in negotiations.” 

Waechter, who is chairman of the 
St. Louis Election Board, was coun- 
sel for the Phillips Petroleum Co. 
and Wilson, while in St. Louis a 
year ago, had headquarters in 
Waechter's office. 

Parish said the Panhandle-East- 
ern Co., which deals in natural gas 
from the Texas Panhandle, could 
furnish 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 cubic 
feet daily to St. Louis. The com- 
pany also handles natural gas from 
the Hugoton field in Southwestern 
Kansas, where the McKnab Co. has 
its interests.

LIGHT PLANT FAILS 


Judge Faris Holds Utility Has 
No Right to Attack NRA’S 
Constitutionality. 


Holding that the plaintiff had no 
right to attack the constitutional- 
ity of the NRA, Federal Judge 
Faris today dismissed the suit of 
the Arkansas-Missouri Power Co., 
which sought to have the city of 
Kennett, Mo., enjoined from mak- 
ing financial arrangements with 
the Government for the erection of 
a municipal power plant. 

The citizens of Kennett, by al- 
most unanimous vote, approved the 
issuance of $140,000 in bonds for a 
city power plant. Arrangements 
were made for the Federal Govern- 
ment to purchase $120,000 of the 
bonds and to donate $30,000 of 
PWA funds toward the labor cost. 

Judge Faris held that the plain- 
tiff lacked the right to challenge 
Sections 201-2-3 of the National Re- 
covery Act, that the validity of the 
bond election could not be attacked 
in, Missouri, and that Kennett was 
within the statute limitations as to 
the size of the bond issue. 

Franchise Expired Feb. 10. 

The Court held that, if Kennett 

had dealt with a private purchaser 


-of its bonds, its ordinance cover- 
ing the sale would be unassailable. | 


Judge Faris found that no phase 


of interstate commerce entered in- | 
to the situation and he stated there | 
was serious question as to whether 


this was not a moot case, since 
the Arkansas-Missouri Power Co.’s 
franchise expired Feb. 10 last. 

Judge Faris pointed out that the 
United States Supreme Court had 
held that the question of constitu- 
tionality of an act of Congress can- 
not be raised unless the plaintiff 
shows that the act is: invalid and 
that he has sustained an actual loss. 
The fact that the company’s fran- 
chise had expired and that it had 
not held an exclusive franchise 
failed to substantiate a claim of 
loss, the decision pointed out. 

On Prospect of Private Sale. 

If the NRA never had come into 
being it is still probable, Judge 
Faris stated, that Kennett would 
have built its power plant with 
$140,000 derived from the sale of its 
bonds to private individuals. The 
injunction action sought was a 
mere “stop-gap,” the Court held, 
and would not have prevented the 
city from seeking purchasers other 
than the Government. 

The Court described the plaintiff 
as a “citizen” of Arkansas, supply- 
ing electric power to 91 towns in

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GATHOLIS DISCUSS 
INDUSTRY'S PROBLEMS 


Conference Opens at Statler 
With Business and Church 
Leaders Taking Part. 


The Catholic Conference on In- 
dustrial Problems opened this morn- 
ing at Hotel Statler attended by 
clergymen, educators, professional 
laymen and representatives of cap- 
ital and labor. 

After the meeting had been 
opened by Auxiliary Bishop Winkel- 
mann a discussion of the NRA and 
of section 7-A of that act was begun 
by Frank H. Sullivan, attorney, and 
Harold T. Garvey, regional director 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

New Attitude Toward Wealth. 

Sullivan’s address dealt mainly 
with the two schools of thought 
which have arisen with reference 
to NRA—the school which favors 
the doctrine of “rugged individual- 
ism” alike in times of prosperity 
and of depression, and that which 
favors a planned economic and in- 
dustrial life. 

“If you ask me which of these 
two routes we ultimately will elect 
to travel, I answer, I do not know,” 
he said. “Of one thing only do I 
fee] reasonably sure. This is that 
never again will the American peo- 
ple permit one man to possess more 
of the goods of this world than he 
has need for, while thousands of 
his fellows plead in vain for work. 
Paraphrasing Patrick Henry, if this 
be treason to the established order 
of things, make the most of it.” 

Discussing the question of consti- 
tutionality involved in the NRA, 
Sullivan asserted that, in his opin- 
jon, no such act “can survive the 
test of constitutional validity unless 
the Supreme Court shall depart 
from principles of constitutional 
law, declared almost in the infancy 
of the Government, and consistent- 
ly maintained since.” 

The present regulations he re- 
garded as possessed only of moral 
force in the majority of. cases, he 
continued, and therefore probably 
of a short life, “if not a merry one.” 

“But if the principles of the NRA 
are deemed worthy of becoming a 
more or less permanent part of our 
national economic and _ industrial 
policy,” he went on, “I am not say- 
ing it may not and will not be done. 
The American people have a way of 
making their will effective. It is 
quite unthinkable, of course, that 
we should have as many NRA’s as 
there are individua] states. We are 
One people, socially, industrially and 
economically. Chaos would result 
from a code of fair competition and 
fair wage scales of one import for 
business and industry on the east 
side of the Mississippi River, for in- 
Stance, and of different import for 
the same business on the west bank. 
The manifest alternative seems to 
be to amend the Constitution so 
that Congress may act, if action in 
this field there is to be. 

Future of the NRA. 

“And so we come face to _ face 
with the question of whether an 
NRA or similar legislation ought to 
be a part, whether temporary or 
permanent, of our economic and 
industrial life. I have heard busi- 
ness men say that they have been 
helped by the NRA. I have heard 
equally as many, particularly since 
business has~ begun to improve 
somewhat, say that they are hin- 
dered by it. As a measure of tem- 
porary relief, the weight of the evi- 
dence, based On this gossip, seems 
to me somewhat in the affirmative. 

Persuasive circumstantial _ evi- 
dence on the question, he said, is 
that, despite the knowledge of 
those in industry that they need 
not submit to regulation, they have 
done so in the majority of cases 
without active resistance. “I ex- 
pect your average American busi- 
ness man and industrialist has sub- 
mitted not solely for the general 
good, but because he hoped to be 
and has been benefited thereby. It 
certainly seems to me that regula- 
tions of this type to compose the 
constantly recurring wars between 
capital and labor have much = to 
commend them... Some such seem 
highly preferable to the usual 
strikes, boycotts and_ brickbats 
which have hitherto been the only 
means for arbitration of controver- 
sies. The newspapers are full of 
the activities of the Regional La- 
bor Board, and we are not having 
strikes. Proof of the pudding in 
this instance may be in the eating. 

Employment and Security. 

Garvey discussed decisions of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
relating to the scope of labor prob- 
lems under its jurisdiction. In prac- 
tice, he said, the board and its re- 
gional offices have functioned with 
remarkable success, most problems 
being settled by mediation. 

“The guiding spirit in the admin- 
istration of Section 7A,” he said, “is

the thought that men and women 
not only should have employment, 
but that they should enjoy a sense 
of security in that employment.” 

Sessions are to be held today and 
tomorrow in the morning, afternoon 
and evening. Archbishop Glennon 
will speak tomorrow night at a 
dinner which will mark the end of 
the conference. At each of the ses- 
sions some part of the discussion 
will be devoted to the encyclical of 
Pope Pius XI on reconstruction of 
the social order. 

The program for this afternoon 
included talks on subsistence farm- 
ing and rural rehabilitation. To- 
night Eva J. Ross, instructor’ in 
economics and sociology at Font- 
bonne and Maryville colleges, will 
speak on economic insecurity and 
George Curran, legal adviser for 
the coal code authority here, will 
discuss industry's responsibilities 
under the NRA. The Rev. George 
M. Nell of Effingham, IIl., will 
speak on the encyclical and eco- 
nomic organization of society. 


How the New Deal has affected 
consumers, and a_ discussion of 
price-fixing under the NRA are on 
the program for tomorrow’s morn- 
ing session. In the afternoon the 
adjustment of wages and hours 
snd their relation to industrial re- 
covery will be considered. 

All sessions are open to the pub- 
lic. Those in charge emphasize 
that the meeting is to be educa- 
tional only, that no action will be 
taken on any issue.

on her own armaments. 

Baron Toshiotsu. Sakamoto, re- 
tired Vice-Admiral, inquired wheth- 
er the United States was not the 
outstanding opponent to Japan’s 
claim for naval parity and there- 
fore the chief obstacle to a naval 
agreement. Koki Hirota, the For- 
eign Minister, replied that it was 
equally difficult to convince’ the 
United States and Great Britain of 
‘the justice of Japan’s claims.

500,000 JOBLESS IN FRANCE, 
44 PCT. INCREASE IN YEAR 


Unemployment at New High; Na- 
tion Using Dole, Public Works | 
Program. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Feb. 25.—The unemploy- 
ment figures have reached 500,000, 
unprecedented in France. This is 


an increase of, 44 per cent in a 
year. 

The Government is seeking to in- 
crease jobs by diverting part of the 
unemployment funds to employers 
who take on additional help. These 
three main sources of relief are 
operating: (1) National social insur- 
ance designed to give protection 
against illness, old age and unem- 
ployment; (2) Direct unemployment 
relief—the dole—through funds pro- 
vided by the Government and mu- 
nicipalities; (3) A huge public 
works program calling for expendi- 
ture of up to 12,000,000,000 francs 
($800,000,000) over a period of six 
years, 

Unemployment in France weighs 
heavily because of the high cost of 
living and the small income even of 
those working. 

Under the dole system, an unmar- 
ried man or woman draws 7 francs 
(about 47 c ents ) a day; a married 
man 10 francs and a man with a 
family up to 20 francs, depending 
on the number of children. Per- 
haps the best known man on the 
dole is Paul Poiret, former cou- 
turier, who gets 10 francs a day.

Woman Killed and Three 
Persons Wounded in One 
of Two Explosions at 


Camaguey. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, Feb. 25.—A bomb ex- 
ploded yesterday at Camaguey, 
killing a woman and wounding 
three persons, including a small 
child. The explosion came shortly 
after several groups of student 
strikers voted to make the Cuban 
school walkout “unlimited” both in 
scope and duration. 

The attempt of students in ele- 
mentary schools, high schools and 
the university to oust President 
Carlos Mendieta by instituting a 
general strike gained headway in 
Havana when workers at the 
Romeo and Julieta Cigarette fac- 
tory walked out in sympathy. 

A syndicate of cigar workers 
joined the movement a short time 
afterward. It was considered likely 
some governmental workers would 
leave their posts after next Wednes 
day’s pay day. Street car em- 
ployes also are reported ready to 
aid the strikers. 

The demonstrations already have 
forced from the Cabinet Jose Ca- 
pote Diaz, the Secretary of Educa- 
tion, and Rafael Santos Jiminez, 
Secretary of Commerce, both uni- 
versity professors. 

The bomb that exploded at Ca- 
maguey was one of two set off in 
the hope of bringing Government 
officials to terms. The first bomb 
wrecked the front of the Governor's 
private residence. Nobody was in- 
jured. The second exploded at the 
provincial palace. 

The army took over Camaguey, 
patrolling the streets. The Ca- 
maguey meetings included one of 
Government school inspectors who 
decided to join the strike.

1—Increase of pay for all teach- 
ers; 

2—Payment of back salaries;

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THE ONLY ROAD TO RECOVERY. 

There is one road to recovery, and only one, and 
that is “a general, organized, compulsory raising of 
wages.” This is the judgment of Edward A. Filene, 
the Boston merchant, expressed in a letter to 
Matthew Woll of the American Federation of Labor. 

We have never really understood the economy of 


mass production, have never grasped its “real signifi- 


cance,” Mr. Filene says. We have never realized that 
mass production necessitates a mass market, that 
mass production can only live side by side with mass 
consumption. 

No one will dissent from that. It may be tagged, 
indeed, as obvious. Yet the challenge of developing, 
maintaining and expanding mass consumption has 
not been met. Throughout the postwar boom we 
talked of a New Economic Era. The phrase was ap- 
petizing. It was glibly uttered and enthusiastically 
repeated. It was only a phrase. The speculative orgy 
rushed into the scene and held the stage until, as 
was inevitable, we finally discovered we couldn't all 
get rich by selling stocks to one another. True, the 
wage earners, like everyone else, were gamblers then, 
and if they had bought goods instead of playing the 
market, or even putting their money fn the banks, 
the industries which employed them would have kept 
going and they would not have lost their jobs, at 
least as soon as they did. 

Despite what happened, Mr. Filene insists that, if 
wages had been high enough, we would have found 
an ample market for our machine products. It is his 
contention that the depression was brought about by 
low wages.

In short, he felt 
that depressions and the like were the 
deliberate sabotage of human wants by 
an arrogant and short-sighted owning 
class. For Veblen’s scathing denuncia- 
tion of these tactics, I recommend the 
reading of his last book, “Absentee Own- 
ership,” published in 1923. . 

Of course, in the past the farmer has 
not been in the position of a capitalist 
of absentee owner. He has not been ef- 
fectively organized to cut down his pro- 
duction and consequently has rendered 
such efficient public service that he has 
got the wrong end of the stick from the 
very beginning of industrial capitalism. 


But the efforts of these so-called “Veblen- | 


ites” to put the (big) farmer in the posi- 
tion of the big capitalist, at the expense 
of the small farmer—you may be sure 
the share-cropper does not benefit by the 
reduction of acreage—and at the expense 
of the worker and the consumer, do not 
jibe well with their public praises of 
Thorstein Veblen. 

Furthermore, if more need be said, 
Thorstein Veblen was a revolutionist——a

It seems almost unnecessary to say that experimen- 
tation with animals by medical scientists has been 
responsible for saving millions of human lives and 
for alleviation of human suffering. Among other 
things, we owe to such experimentation diphtheria 
antitoxin, which has greatly reduced the occurrence 
and mortality of this dread disease: for the same 
reason, hydrophobia in human beings is almost un- 
known; the treatment of diabetes, of pernicious ane- 
mia and of pellagra has been revolutionized by ob- 
servations made upon animals; even a large num- 
ber of the most effective drugs could have safely 
been applied to human use only after standardization 
upon animals. 

Among the important contributions of St. Louis 
scientists, also deriving from animal experimentation, 
are advances in the knowledge and treatment of en- 
cephalitis, tuberculosis and abnormal] manifestations 
of the endocrine glands. Surgery of the lungs and 
chest has been made a relatively safe procedure. 
Knowledge of diseases of the gall bladder and liver 
has been greatly enhanced. 

The impression that such experimentation involves 
suffering on the part of the animals is a false one. 
Like human beings, animals are placed under anes- 
thesia and, of necessity, the operations must be per- 
formed with great care. The medical profession {is 


practically unanimous in its conviction that such op- |

Against such instances of human error, the most 
ingenious safety devices developed by engineers are 
powerless. The best that can be done to check the 
appalling motor mortality is to enforce the traffic 
laws rigidly and, by such measures as drivers’ ]i- 
cense laws, keep dangerous drivers off the highways.

TENNESSEE REMAINS FUNDAMENTALIST. 

Tennessee's evolution law, around which centered 
the memorable battle of 1925, still stands. In addi- 
tion to the stamp of approval by the State Supreme 
Court, applied after the Scopes trial, it now has a 
67-to-20 vote of indorsement by the Tennessee House 
of Representatives. The vain attempt to bring about 
its repeal brought echoes of the rallying cries in the 
Dayton tumult. Representative Ceci] Anderson, 22- 
year-old law student and youngest member of the 


Legislature, said that, in sponsoring repeal of the 


law, he stood for the cause of “intellectual progress” 
and against the “narrow, prejudiced religious fanat- 
ics.” Representative Dave W. Ruffin, 76, oldest mem- 
ber of the Legislature, opposing repeal of the meas- 
ure, read the Biblical story of creation, and said he 
upheld “the forces of righteousness.” 

So Genesis again puts science to rout, and it re- 
mains a violation of law in Tennessee to teach the 
Darwinian theory. And once more the heedless im- 
petuosity of youth is brought to notice. The young 
legislator forgot how long it took to evolve man from 
protoplasm, and to reckon accordingly as to how long 
it would take to develop rationalism out of funda- 
mentalism.

After the Gold Decision 


HE Supreme Court has now held that, 
T provicea its actions are not “arbitrary or 

capricious,’ Congress has full power “to 
regulate the currency and to establish the 
monetary system of the country.” No pri- 
vate contract can limit it. The decision is a 
Sweeping affirmation of the power of Con- 
gress. It is a very great power. It entails 
a very great responsibility, and a very care- 
ful examination of how this power can most 
wisely be exercised is required, 

For practical experience shows that Con- 
gress cannot itself administer the monetary 
System of the country, and it must, there- 
fore, delegate much of the power which it 
possesses. As matters stand today, Congress 
has delegated some of its power to the Presi- 
dent and some of it to the Federal Reserve 
System. Broadly speaking, the President 
can regulate the value of money within 
fixed limits in terms of gold, silver and 
foreign exchange. The Federal Reserve 
System can regulate the value of money 
by controlling its quantity, the rate of dis- 
count and, under the new bill, the reserve 
requirements, 

All this sounds very technical. But the 
fundamental question is not technical. It is 
the simple human question as to whom Con- 
gress shall intrust with a power which af- 
fects every financial transaction, private or 
public. 

The power over money is to the economic 
system as is the power to control the 
amount of oxygen in a crowded room. To 
the occupants of the room, who may be in- 
toxicated by the inflation of the oxygen 
supply or asphyxiated by the deflation of 
the supply, nothing can be more important 
than to Know that the levers and the brakes 
are being handled by experienced, cour- 
ageous and disinterested men.

Now, we may assume that in regard to 
the fixing of the metallic content of the 
currency, Congress will retain a close con- 
trol. It did delegate the power during this 
emergency, and for a time the administra- 
tion thought of asking for permanent pow- 
ers to fix the gold and silver content. This 
was the famous commodity dollar. The idea 
has not made much progress, though it has 
some theoretical advantages, because in 
practice it has been shown that the possi- 
bility of sudden changes is tremendously 
unsettling 

No one can question the right of the Gov- 
ernment to change the metallic content, but 
it is very plain that the slower public 
method of congressional action is more ac- 
ceptable to investors and business men than 
the quicker, more flexible and, therefore, 
more startling method of letting the Presi- 
dent do it. Revaluation is occasionally nec- 
essary, as the history of all currencies 
shows. But, given the present financial] hab- 
its of mankind, it had better be treated asa 
very rare remedy, to be used only after 
long consideration. 

But when we come to the regulation of 
bank money, which is now the rea] currency 
of the country, continuous control is abso- 
lutely essential. The principle has been 
made clear by Gov. Eccles in his notable 
Speech to the Ohio bankers. 

No one really denies his thesis, not even 
those who are most positive that they do 
not believe in a managed currency. For 
even the die-hards would Say that the Re- 
serve banks may and must fix a discount 
rate, which is simply one way of managing 
the volume of money, and very few persons, 
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certainly not men like Mr. Hoover, Mr. Mills 
or former Gov. Meyer, would object to man- 
aging the money supply by the purchase and 
sale of securities in what is known as the 
open market operation. 

On the other hand, the most enthusiastic 
believer in congressional supremacy would 
not argue that Congress, which is in session 
only part of the year, and much preoccupied 
with many things, can decide from week to 
week how money shall be managed. 

. — 


So the problem reduces itself to the ques- 
tion of who shall manage money in the 
Federal Reserve System. I think we may 
Say that there are three schools of thought. 

The first is best represented by Alexander 
Hamilton in his report on the establishment 
of a national bank. Hamilton believed that 
the bank should be “under a private, not a 
public direction—under the guidance 
of individual interest, not of public pol- 
icy.” His reason was that a Government 
bank would sooner or later be raped by the 
Government, because “the stamping of pa- 
per is an operation so much easier than the 
laying of taxes.” So he argued that “the 
wisdom of the Government will be shown in 
never trusting itself with the use of so se- 
ducing and dangerous an expedient.” 

The danger is undeniable. It was precise- 
ly by that method that the German and 
French inflations were. carried out, and 
with our large deficits, it is a danger which 
cannot be ignored in the United States. But 
it also must be recognized that since Ham- 
ilton’s. day virtually the whole money sup- 
ply of the people has become bank money, 
and not even the most ardent Hamiltonian 
would agree today that the control of the 
money of the people should be “under the 
guidance of individual interest. not of pub- 
lic policy.” Hamilton’s warning that the 
central bank should not be run by the 
Treasury is as pertinent as it ever was, but 
everyone is agreed, I think, that it must be 
run under the guidance of public policy. 

The second school consists of those who, 
whether they admit it or not, would like 
to “nationalize” the whole banking system, 
and make it as much the agent of the party 
in power as is the postoffice. Hamilton’s 
objections apply here, and many more be- 
sides. Perhaps the most fundamenta] objec- 
tion of all is that if an election decided who 
should control money, the stakes in a na- 
tional election would become so enormously 
great that democracy could not stand the 
strain. The incentive to seize power would 
be dangerously increased. 

The third school consists of those who 
unreservedly assume that the control must 
be national @nd must be public, but are con- 
cerned to make the control independent of 
private interests on the one hand and of 
transient political majorities on the other. 
Their attention is centered on the com posi- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Board, the dis- 
tribution of authority between it and the 
banks, the terms of the members of the 
board and all other things that are likely 
to affect their independence.

In criticising the new banking bill the 
other day on the ground that it did not 
make the board sufficiently independent, I 
made a mistake which I should like to cor- 
rect. I said that the term of a member of 
the board in Washington was for six years. 
The term is 12 years, except that of the

ings by attendance at one institu- 
tion for one year and at another for 
another.” 

“Many institutions attempt to do 
more than they can do with their 
own facilites,” he said, “thus keep- 
ing themselves poverty-stricken in 
the struggle to compete in fields in 
which they are ill-prepared.” 

“The student on the campus is 
no longer the blase, sophisticated 
student of the twenties,” Dr. Jessup 
said. “He is a hard-working, seri- 
ous-minded person who demands 
more of the college library, the lab- 
oratory and the instructor than did 
his brother of a decade ago. 

“He is increasingly a patron of 
the Seminar, the serious lecture, 
the art gallery, the symphony con- 
cert. This student is deflating the 
‘rah-rah boy’ of yesterday. He has 
a different attitude toward scholar- 
ship, research, athletics, fraternities 
and student activities. 

Says Some Should Disband. 

“It is altogether likely that the 
students will do their part in main- 
taining colleges as ‘seats of learn- 
ing’ if the colleges—executives and 
staff—can forget the educational 
fantasies of the nineteen-twenties 
and face the present in a spirit of 
reality.” 

In the struggle for academic ex- 
istence, Dr. Jessup said the survi- 
vyors would not necessarily be the 
colleges with most money. Condi- 
tioning factors, he said, were “in- 
telligent leadership, high morale 
and the courage to be sincere with 
the students.” 

“Some institutions bearing the 
name of college have so little to 
offer that they should disband,” he 


said.

Anita Cuts Its Take. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 25. — The 
Los Angeles Turf Club will assess 
horse race bettors at Santa Anita 
Park only 6 per cent of the money 
put into the parimutuel machines 
beginning today. 

The action was taken by track 
officials after 53 days of racing re- 
sulted in the wagering of $11,744- 
119. The California. horse racing 
law permits the track to take 8 per 
cent plus breakage, which ran the 
total to almost 10 per cent. 

On the basis of this, the track 
has earned more than a million 
dollars, with 12 days of racing to 
go. It has been estimated that 
nearly half a million more has been 
gained through admissions, parking 
and concessions. 

Action on the part of Santa Ani- 
ta was taken to mean the track, 
in its inaugural meeting, already 
had paid out. che original invest- 
ment was approximately $800,000. 

The State collects 4 per cent of 
the “handle,” or almost half a mil- 
lion dollars on this meeting alone. 

The minimum purse for the re- 
maining 12 days of racing will be 
$1000, with the last feature event, 
the Santa Catalina Handicap, worth 
$10,000 in added money.

HOLDERS OF GERMAN BONDS GET 
30 PCT. IN CASH, REST IN SCRIP 


American Banks Obtain Payment of 
Interest for Clients on That 
Basis After Long Delay. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—After a 
long delay resulting from legal 
technicalities and foreign exchange 
difficulties, holders of 116 issues of 
German dollar bonds received to- 
day cash and scrip in satisfaction 
of interest for the period from Jan. 
1 to June 30, 1934. The bonds af- 
fected have a face value of between 
$700,000,000 and $800,000,000. 
The paymen tis at the rate of 30 
per cent of the interest in dollars 
and 70 per cent in Reichsmark 
scrip. The offer also applies to 
holders whose bonds matured so 
that the principal is to be paid at 
the same rate as the interest. 

The 19 banking institutions acting 
as special agents for the distribu- 
tion of the cash and scrip had made 
no recommendations to the bond- 
holders concerning the acceptance 
of the offer, stating that their no- 
tice “under no consideration is to 
be construed as an offering of the 
scrip or as an offer to buy or as a 
solicitation of an offer to surrender 
coupons.”

Of Cue Bids 


Chiefly, It Shows First 
Round Control of Oppon- 


ent’s Suit.

SK the next bridge player you 
A meet what a cue bid means. 
Assuming that he doesn’t gaze 
at you witheringly for asking such 
a simple question, he may either 
reply semi-humorously, “Slam oy," 
or, more serious-

éé OR my part,” writes a spicy 
F reader, “what you wrote 


ly gush and mush, a mixture of 
tragedy and treacle. It was too 
sentimental—sob-stuff, soft-soap, 
syrup. 

“Lamb is the most outstanding 
example of infantilism in English 
literature. A series of shocks in 
youth resulted in a refusal to grow 
up, accompanied by compensatory 
day-dreaming. Hence the waste of 
a fine talent upon frivolous essays 
and facetious letters.” 

There it is, psychological jargon 
and all, take it or leave it. Some of 
us leave it, knowing that Lamb was 
neither an infantile introvert nor 
a nice young man for a tea party 
with the ladies. 

Lamb was a man of genius and 
character who loved much, suffered 
much, thought much, who carried a 
heavy burden lightly, and had the 
grace to learn to be patient and 
gallant and truly wise. 

For more than 30 years he took 
care of an insane sister, without a 
whine or even a whimper, turning 
his tragedy into comedy; and no 
sickly day-dreamer ever did such a 
thing on this earth. 

Lamb was a comic writer in the 
truest sense; and nobody ever 
writes good comedy who has not 
seen tragedy face to face, and de- 
cided to play it out as gay comedy 
and not as grim tragedy. 

To be sure, he did recapture—if 
he ever lost—the curiosity and 
wonder of a child. But that is not 
infantilism; it is poetry—and the 
greatest of all Teachers said it is 
religion, too. 

A child? Yes, but not childish, 
else he would not have praised life 
in spite of hard lot. At any rate, 
he was free of the sour pessimism 
of our day, the gloomy, whining, 
thankless doubt as to whether life 
is really worth living at all—he was 
too sane. 

No one can deny his charm, wit 
and lovableness. His letters are the 
best in our language and his essays 
the most perfect. 

“The frolic and the gentle,” Words 
worth called him. He who takes 
tragedy and turns it into such
